Tippett began work’ on the 
September 5, 1939, two days 
after the declaration of war, 
with the Idea of getting T. 8.

Tippett’s ske:ch of the story he 
refused on the ground that 
Tippett had already practically 
done: the Job himself and that 
anything he, Eliot, wrote would 
be eo much better than Tippett’s 
own words that it would be too 
remarkable for the music.

RE school holidays too long? “Put it: another 

way: is there anybody who does not agree 
that holidays are too long? Parents, I believe, 
do not object to the longth of the summer holiday 
for selfish reasons, Education, as we are always 
being told, is a continuous pracess; children, given 
a proper balance of freedom and ‘organisation, 


go on learning all the time. 


But’ there  comes- a 
turning point, usually 
sround the fifth week of the 
holidays, 
thing woes stale. Boredom 
sets in, parents have ‘ex- 
hausted both — themselves 
und the Hst of available 
museums und outings. 

This is particylarly hard on
